Onion thrips are tiny insects no 
more than one-twenty-ftlth of an 
inch in length. Observed beneath a 
reading glass they are seen to be 
yellow, with delicately fringed wings. 
The nymphs (young) are wingless. 
Because they are so small, thrips 
may easily escape detection. Their 
ravages, however, give them away 
unmistakably. Thrip damages on 
onion plants are often referred to 
as "white blast." The injuries re­ 
semble those caused by a different 
species of thrips infesting gladiolus 
plants. Whitish blotches are seen on 
onion leaves, with white chain-like 
feeding 
marks 
Tips of ravaged 
leaves wither and turn brown. 
Of course, early discovery is an 
im portant factor in successful war­ 
fare on onion thrips. With the first 
signs of attack, 
infested 
plants 
should be sprayed with a solution 
composed of one tablespoonful of 
Black Leaf 40 in a gallon of water 
In which a half teacupful of table 
corn sirup has been stirred. Apply 
so the spray runs down Into the 
leaf sheaths where thrips hide. Keep 
fence rows and other idle areas in 
and near gardens free from over­ 
winter vegetative litter to reduce the 
thrip population 
Onion maggots are not unlike the 
common cabbage maggot in size, 
color, shape and habits. Small flies 
deposit their eggs near onion plants 
quite early in the spring. These 
hatch 
Into 
tiny 
white 
maggots 
(grubs or larvae* which burrows into 
the plant stem and later work their 
way down into the bulb. Several 
maggots may inhabit a single bulb. 
Invariably infested onions later de­ 
cay. And too, badly burrowed young 
onion plants may die outright There

For several years many New Eng­ 
land gardeners have used success­ 
fully a spray of oil emulsion in 
Bordeaux mixture—commercial oil 
emulsion mixed with 4-6-50 Bor­ 
deaux mixture at the rate of I pint 
to 4'a gallons of Bordeaux. Tops of 
onions should be sprayed with this 
mixture every week (oftener after 
rains* during the period when egg- 
laytng flies are active and also later 
when the small maggots are hatch­ 
ing 
Perhaps the mostly widely used 
and effective remedy is the same 
treatm ent recommended for con­ 
trolling the cabbage root maggot. 
Calomel Is dissolved in a little hot 
water and then diluted with cool or 
cold water at the rate of I ounce 
to IO gallons Pour this along the 
rows at the rate of I gallon to 35 
feet of row Because calomel settles 
quickly, it Is important to keep the 
solution stirred vigorously while ap­ 
plying it. Repeat the treatment 
every week until four applications 
are made. The idea is to wet the 
soil sufficiently to prevent the egg 
from hatching or to kill the newly 
hatched maggot before it enters the 
stem. 
If friendly birds are kept numer­ 
ous near vegetable gardens they will 
reduce both thrips and maggot flies.
